Dangerous Move 


R Nehru’s “final solution” 

‘of ‘the Kashmir problem 
is a dangerous, inflamma- 
tery move which quite 
naturally has stirred up 
much indignation and re- 
sentment in Pakistan; this 
in bad enough, But to have 
tuken such an arbitrary step 
in deflance of the Security 
Council's unanimous 
opposition (not even Russia 
could side with the Indinn 
position) is deplorable; 
more so In view of | the 
diligent support India has 
consistently riven the 
United Nations in the past 
and the sanctity with which 
it has regarded Its deelsions, 


The Security Council's resolu- 
tion, insisting on a status 
quo in partitioned Kashmir 
properly reminds India of 
the six- resolutions adopted 
by the Counell between 1948 
and 1960 which endorse the 
principle that a plebiacile 
conducted under UN 
ausplees should decide the 
final disposition of — the 
State. The plebiscite iden 
may not Indeed be entirely 
realistic, but dt was the 
Indians who originally sug- 
Hested this course, Also It 
should) be recalled that 
India originally took this 
dispute to the Security 
Council with the complaint 
of Pakistan! aggression. 


As there are still Pakistan 
troops on Kashmir soll 


India can hardly feel that 
the question is disposed of, 
unless it says that it has 
no objection to them being 
there, end that its com- 
plaint almost ten years ago 
was groundless, India’s pre- 
sent stand on Kashmir is 
apparently based on the 
contention that all the 
states In ithe sub-continent 
automatically beeame part 
of India in 1047 unless they 
specifically chose to yo to 
Pakistan; and = In Mr 
Nehru’a eyes this seems to 
get round the need = for 
holding n plebiscite among 
the Kashmiris themselves, 
This action cuts off all hope of 
n solution and completely 
ignores the yrievances of 
malcontents on both sides of 
the ceasefire Jine, This is 
. impetuous, foolish — diplo- 
macy, 
Kashmir, always a focus point 
of enmity between India 
and Paklatan, — threatens 
now to become a point of 
serious tension and crisis. 
Recklessly the Pakistanis 
talk of war, Few will take 


these threats seriously but 
none should deny the tn- 
enlculable harm the Indian 
decision has caused. A 
festering wound remasna 
and only India can now 
take the initiative to scttle 
this dispute sensibly and 
amicably. It should do this 
‘| without delay. :

Senator Kefauver said a “lot” of senators had 
was not handling the Middle Eaat situation well, 


The Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee is holding an Inquiry on 
President Eleenhower’s Middle 
East doctrine. The heorings are 
exptcted to last the rest of the 
week, 

Senator Humphrey sald the 
Democrats had “no cholee” but 
tu support some form ‘of a re- 
nolution giving President Elscn- 
hower military and economic 
authority ‘to counter any Com- 
munist expansion into — the 
Middle East.. 

But he Inaisted the administra 
tlon’s resolution, as drofted by 
Mr Dulles, did not represent any 
constructive stup toward mect- 
ing Middle Eastern problems. 


Wrong Medicine 


“The resolution is not dircct- 
ed at the real danger of Com- 


Lmunist Infiltration of the Mid- 


dle East," Scnotor Humphrey 
sald, “We are being prescribed 
the wrong medicine .and = I'm 
afraid we netd to change 
doctors, 

“<Dr' Dulles has notWiagnos- 
ed the situation or prescribed 
correctly for it. There ts 
growing lack of confidence In 
Dulles and the polleles he §s 
pursuing, There fs 9 grow- 
ing feellng that Mr Dulles 
may well be a casualty of the 
cold war, just as Mr Eden 
was,” 

Senator Sparkman said on in- 
quiry Into Mr Dulles’ conduct of 
forelin uffalrs need not delay 
actlon on_the resolution, He 
suld Mr Dulles could 'be ques- 
tioned about his policies, follow. 
Ing committee action,, 

So far as he was concerned, 
Senator Spatkman sald, appro- 
val of the resolution would not 
mean an endorsement of the 
administration's Policies. 

“All we are ing asked to 
do here js to repair some of the 
damage already done," he sald. 

Senator Kefouver sald there 
must be a “general review of 
tho administration's forcign 
pollcy actions that contributed 
1o bringing about the present 
dilemma,” 
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“A lot of us feel that Mr 
Dulles hasn't handled the 
nituation well in the Middle 
Kast.” ‘Senator Fefauver sald. 
Another Democratle member 

of the committee, Senator J. 
William Fulbright of Arkansas, 
questioned? Mr Dulles sharply 
during the hearings last weele 
and served notice he was going 
to demand a full fledged review 
of administration policies after 
actlon on the Middle East resolu. 
{lon was taken, 

Mr Dulles was defended in an 
interview. today by Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall, a Hepubli- 
can of Massachusetts, 

Senator Saltonstall salq he 
did not belleve Congress was 
losing confidence in Mr Dulles, 
He sald he was certain Pre- 
sident Eisenhower retained full 
confidence In the Secretary, of 
State, 

“Of course ibe Secretary fa 
soing to be subjected to critl- 
cism,”" Senator _Saltonstayt 
sald. “He has dificult de- 
cisions to make all of the 
time, But he-has tried ably 
to guide us toward a more 
peaceful world,” 


Doubts Wisdom 


The Senate Republican leader, 
Senator Wh. am Knowland, sald 
he doubted that It was “appro- 
priate for the supporters of 
Adlai E, Stevenson to pick on 
President 
tary of State." 

Senator Knowland said Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had received
